"OF $557,903 FOR 
WORK IN GLADES 


Many Projects Listed 


Under Program for 
New Fiscal Year 


Plans for the expenditure of 
$557,903.58 on the Caloosahatchee 
River and Lake Okeechobee drain- 
age areas during the fiscal year 
starting July 1 were disclosed by 
the War Department in Washing- 
ton Saturday. 

‘The money to be expended is in 


| addition to that which will be spent 


under authorized or projected im- 
provements, it was stated, and will 
all come out of funds appropriated 
for the regular maintenance of ex- 
isting improvements on the drain- 
age system 

‘Although the secretary of war 
allotted only $30,000 out of the 
1936 War Department appropria- 
tion bill for maintenance work on 
the drainage system, that amount 
is augmented hugely by money re- 
maining from former sltotments 
and by contributions from the 
Okeechobee flood control district, 
which were provided for by the act 
of congress authorizing the origin- 
al improvements. 


Contributions of the flood con- 
trol district, all of which come 
from local sources, total $279,- 


798.30 of the amount which is to 


be spent during the. year, it was 
disclosed.

‘The policy of the War Depayt- 
ment, it was stated, will be to do 
all work possin'e with hired labor 
and force account, using .govern- 
moat or leased plants.

The plant, when com- 
pleted, will serve a wide territory 
on the south shore of Lake Okee- 
chobee, especially will it be a boon 
to shippers during the coming 
vegetable seasons. 

George W. McGwigan is man- 
ager of the Moore Haven Ice com- 
pany and has operated |t success- 
fully for several years. He ha: 
not stated, as yet, who will be in 
charge of. the new plant at Lake 
Harbor, but with Mr. McGwigan 
4s active manager of the new 
plant his friends beleve that the 
new. ventufé will be a success. 


POPULATION OF. 
PAHOKEE UP 33% 


« ‘According’ to recent census taken 
Qf.Uhe town.of Pahokee there had 
been an increase of 33 per cent in 
te population in the last five 
years, bringing the total popula- 
tiono 3,925 and plating it the third 
largest town ín Palm Beach coun- 
ty, West Palm Beach and Lake 
Worth outmumbering it in popu- 
lation. * 

According to J. B. Elliott, census 
enumerator, the increase has been 
largely of white residents, approxi- 
mately 2,700 white persons being 
recorded -here as. compared: with 
Combined white and colored popu- 
lation of 2,735 in 1930. 

"These figures also show a perm- 
anent population, as the census 
was completed the middle of this 
month and coming near the end of 
the farming season did not in- 
clude thousands of laborers who 
make their home in the Everglades 
only elght or nine months of the 
year. 

Pahokee and Belle Glade were 
the only two towns in the Ever- 
gindes that showed increases in 
population, the other towns de- 
creasing. Pahokee gained 1,190 in 
comparison to Belle Glade's 839, 
which only gave that town an en- 
tire population of 1,882.
